great deal, but it oan not tell himall. A 
good cow should be kept as long as she pays 
a good profit, Some fall off at ten years 
old, and some hold out till fifteen, doing 
nearly as well as wver.

It is difficult in that country to obtain 
promptly any trustworthy estimate of crop 
yields or to ascertain the general condition 
of the wheat crop while it is growing or at 
the time immediately preceding the har- 
vest. The crop statistician must wait for 
the final results. Consequently, there had 
been no trustworthy reports from Argen- 
tina which could serve to modify the

Dispatches from Buenos Ayres 
say that the new orop had proved to be a 
poor one and that the quality of the grain 
was below average. It would be unwise to 
regard these advices as conclusive, but it

CANADIAN CATTLE TRADE. 


Movement on Foot to Establish a Market- 
in France—The Sheep Trade Threaten

A despatca from London,says :—In view 
of the continuance of the restrictions in 
Great Britain, and of the recent action o 
the German and Belgian governments seve 
eral persons interested in the Canadian 
cattle trade are making enquiry as to the 
French’ market. It seems that severa 
thousand head of cattle from the United 
States entered last year at various ports, 
largely for the Paris market,and it is stated 

hat the trade may be indefinitely increased 
n fat cattle, a» well as in stockers, if a reg- 
ular supply can be kept up and nothing 
occurs to interfere with the trade, Both 
the United States and Canada may, how- 
ever, expect to have more competition in 
the live cattle business, Some Australian 
shippers are looking out for freight fora 
thousand head of cattle to be shipped early 
in’the season in continuation of the experi- 
ment inaugurated last year, A vessel is 
also on the way to theriver Platte, to bring 
over a cargo of live animals asa trial ship- 
ment. The development of the sheep trade 
from Canada is being watched with much 
interest. Several cargoes have arrived re- 
cently, however, in which scab has bean 
detected, avd the animals were consequent- 
ly slaughtered. if such shipments continue, 
thore ia danger of restrictions being placed 
on the importation of shoep, which would 
hee grout pity from the point of view of 
the Canadian farmer. It was believed that 
tho astringent measures taken some years 
ago had led to the stamping out of affeotion, 
but this doos not appear to be reached, Ib 
is alleged in some quartera that the cars in 
which American sheep areconveyed through

Depression, like justice, it would seem 
ought to be blind, but that of last year will 
not appear, from a comparison of price lists 
have been as hard on Canada as on other 
countries. We had to bear our share of 
loas through failing prices, but the country 
as a whole received a full equivalent in the 
benefita of falling prices. On the staple 
grains, as shown above, there was a big 
decline scored against us, but beef nearly 
held its own, and mutton quite held its 
own. Besides these there are several heavy 
staple products of Canada not included in 
the Economist’s list, and on all of them the 
market was steady throughout the year. 
Lumber, cheese, bacon, hams, are among 
our heaviest exports, and on them prices 
have lost little. Even Canadian wheat and 
flour, which dropped to very low prices last 
spring, rose again in the fall, and now

than they did at the close of 1893. Things 
might easily have been worse than they 
were in Canada last year,though they were 
admittedly bad enough. Looking at both 
sides of the account of falling prices, we 
must conclude that there is some little 
balance in our favour. Nearly everything 
we had to buy fell during the year, while 
many of the articles we had to use rose. It 
is noticeable that the figures of our imports 
show a greater shrinkage than do the 
figures of our exports. On both sides of 
our foreign trade of 94 there was a falling 
off in volume, but there was also an element 
of price declension in the shrinkage. That 
was greater in our imports than in our 
exports. It is hopeful to find the Econo- 
mist sounding a cheerful note at the vegin- 
ning of this year. The outlook it considers, 
is much brighter now than it was twelve 
months ago.

The Montreal Bridge Company have 
called for tenders for the erection of what 
the promoters claim will be the most gigan- 
tic structure erected in Canada since the 
completion of the Victoria Tubular Bridge, 
It consists of a bridge across the St. Law- 
rence from a point near Dalhousie Square 


Station, Montreal, to Isle Ronde, and thence 
tothe southern shore of theriver. To be 
built on che cantilever system, it will afford 
not only railway communication wita the 
city, but also will enable the country trad- 
ers and pleasure-seckers to come and leave 
the city at pleasure. The bridge is to be 
built of gigantic proportions. Its length 
will be about two miles, divided in spans 
as followa: One cantilever span of 1250 
feet, two side spans of 500 feet each, 15 
viaduct spana on the south side of 250 feet 
each, and 18 viaduct spang oa the Montreal 
side of 240 to 260 feet each. The height 
of the carriage road on the large cantilever 
spanabove the water level will be about 
150 feet, and o higher altitude than that 
of the great Brooklyn bridge. The bride 
will be so constructed as to allow ofa 
double line of railway track, a double track 
for electric tram-cars, two roadways for 
carrying vehicles, and footpaths for passen- 
ger trattic, 
OVER THE MAIN CANTILEVER 

all these will be on the same platform, but 
on the other portions of the bridge separave 
roadways, one above the other, will be pro- 
vided for the railroad and vehicle traffic. 
The termini will be graded to such an ex- 
tent that the ascent and descent of the 
bridge will not prove arduous nor of a great 
angle. The whole cout of the structure is 
eatimated at about $6,000,000, exclusive of 
terminal facilities, which will increase the 
expenditure by aocout $2,000,000. The 
bridge is not intended to be used by any 
one railway or corporation, in fact, it is 
expected that all the railways converging 
Montreal will be able to secure the right 
of way over the mighty structure. 

Hon. Senator Thibaudeau and Mr. Chas. 
Armstrong, two of the primo movers in 
this enterprise, left by the Umbria on 
Saturday for London, where thoy expect 
to © the co-operation of English cap- 
italists in the undertaking, It is stated 
that a firm of London bankers have agreed 
to take the bonds of the Montreal Bridge 
Oo. on condition that the promoters will 
experience little difficulty in having thom 
fulfilled. The promoters expect that the 
Dominion Government will subsidize the 
now structure to the extent of 16 per cent, 
of its coat. 

The bridge is to be practically an auxil- 
liary to the Atlanticand Lake Superior 
Railway, which is about to build an exten- 
sion of the prosont terminus of the Bale dos 
Chaleurs Railway to deep water ab Paspo- 
biac, where connection will be made with 
St. John’s, Nfld., by a line of oconn steams 
ors. Work is expected to commencs on the 
St. Lambert-Lovia section during the com- 
ing spring,

Our Slater Colony In the Antiporos Making 
» Rftore to Vie With Canada tn 
Cheese Production Other 
Toplos Discussed by 
Cablo Letter, 


spon, Fob. G&—There scoms to be a 
pect of improved steam communion 
tion between Canada and France in the 
near future and tho probable early ratif- 
vention of the Franco-Canadian treaty is of 
course stimulating the organization of the 
scheme. The proposal isto run a line of 
mors regularly between Bolglum, 
eres and Canada inthe winter and sum 
mer if reasonable encouragemont evn be 
obtained from the Dominion Government 
and the merchants and shippers. There is 
sat present Intermittent communtioation be- 
tween Antwerp and Montreal in the sam 
mor mouths, but the intention, if satisfac 
‘tory arrangemonts cin be made, is to build 
new and suitable steamers and to open a 
yogular Advertised service to Montreal 
during the season of navigation, and to 
Halifax during parts of the year, commen: 
‘olng in April or May next, Not only will 
the service be of value so far as trade with 
noo is concerned, but it should lead 
‘also to the expansion of Canadian exports 
to and imports from both Belgium and 
Germany via Antwerp, Thore is also the 
‘chance that additional communication will 
be provided, as itis well known thatthe 
Hansa line have it in contemplation to 
arrange for the calling of their steamers at 
a French port. Much more might be done 
in the way of increasing the commercial 
relations of the Dominion with Franco, if 
the steamers of the Compaguie 'Trans-At 
Tantique to Havre were utilized, The sur- 
taxe d’entrepot, which is added on im-

-does not apply to imports from Canada by 
way of United States.

‘Canada in reference to the announcement 
that about a ton of cheese has been made 
atthe Hawkesbury Agricultural College 
in New South Wales on the Canadian 
‘Cheddar system with the object of sending 
itto England to test the market. Speci- 
mens of the cheese are to be sent to the 
Government analyst of the Agricultural 
department before shipment in order that 
they be compared with cheese of Canadian 


manufacture. 


Australian Live Cattle. 

Particulars are now available of the re- 
‘sult of the recent experiments in the ship- 
ment of live cattle from Australia to Eng- 
Jand, and they will be interesting to Can- 
adian readers, All animals from the An- 
tipodean colonies are slaughtered at the 
ports of landing, owing to the admitted 
prevalence of pleuro-pneumonia among 
the Australian herds. Seventeen animals 
are included in the account sales, eight 
short horns and nine Devons. The latter 
Were very superior in quality, well above 
the average and equal to the best cattle 
received from the United States. The 
short horns were fine cattle also, but from 
the butchers’ standpoint were too fat, al- 


 ythough this seems almost incredible, in 


‘View of the fact that the animals had 
travelled 12,000 miles. In consequence, 
they did not bring so much per pound as 
the Devon. The day's allowance of food 
ranfimal on the voyage was 16 pounds of 
ay, oaten or lucerne, 6 pounds of maize 
and 4 pounds of bran. Three of the short 
horns (1,002 pounds each) realized 45-8d 
per pound, or £64 1s, and the remaining 
five (1,151 pounds each), 4 1-2d per pound, 
or £109 6s 7d.

Mr, John Gould says of keeping cows in 
winter; ‘*What is the stable for? With 
the stable we prolong the life of the cow 
and keep up the development of milk. The 
stable of the future will be built differently 
from the stable of the past. The cows 
should have the best kind of a stable, with 
windows in it, It should not be damp and 
chilly and dark, with no chance to light it 
and no chance to warm it, and where you 
will not get the results you should for food, 
We had such a one and we converted it 
into silos and box stalls, Outside of that 
we built our cow barn. We had one then 
with double walls and lined with matched 
lumber, with each cow occupying a stall 
room of three feet and six inches, and with 
a ventilator, 80 we can temper that stable 
just as we wish, 
turning cows out in the winter, 
advocate of each cow having her bath in 
the sunshine every day, which we can have 
if the windows are so placed that the sun 
shines in on all sides, 

“Keep the stable whitewashed, A white. 
washed stable looks a great deal more 
cheerful, I believe a cow has a great deal 
more humanity than we give her credit 


The cow becomes wonderfully at- 
tached to her home, so do not keep chang- 
ing her around. I recall an instance when 
it became necessary to make some change 
in the stalls of my cows, They were in 
different stalls for about twenty-four hours, 
Their actions told very plainly that they

enough to the cow. We assume that the 
feosty yrass of October is good enough for 
her. Attho same time, if she were fed 
better, the results would be fur more sat- 
isfactory tous. Last year I had a good 
field of clover, halfa mile from the house, 
We divided the dairy and sent five into 
that clover field, frosted two or three times, 
and kept the othersin the barn.

Light, nntritions and eursily digested 
food is what confined fowls. require to do 
well, but wider no consideration should 
cor be fed exclusively, 

Tf disease appears and obstinately resists 
remedies, it is better to begin with new 
stock than to breed from those that have 
been sick a long time. 

Mark the pullets that you want to keep 
as soon as you know which ones they are, 
Then there will be no danger of their being 
sold or eaten by mistake. 

The hens should always have somewhere 
to dust. It will aid them to rid themselves 
of lice, If a spoonful of insect powder be 
added to the dust, all the better, 

Chickens should not be allowed to go on 
the roosts until they are ten or twelve 
weeks old, If allowed to roost tco young 
their growth will be 
injured. 

A small box of charcoal kept where the 
hens can have access to it will arrest dis- 
orders of the bowela from overfeeding. 
Use it freshly burned and break it into 
reasonably sinall pieces.

The patient, therefore, need 
have no fear that he is to be isolated from 
his friends ; nor need we who love to render 
the last hours of the sufferer more endur+ 
able be alarmed lest our efforts shall only 
serve to spread the drend disease, if we 
will observe a few simple rules of disinfeo- 
tion, 

The tuberculous germ in consumption is 
of course not only scattered more or less 
completely throughout the substance of the 
lungs, but is preseut in the mucous sub- 
stance which is constantly coughed up by 
the patient. The germs have a wonderful 
vitality, and will persist long after the 
sputa is dried up and invisible. 

It is this fact which has rendered the 
disease the subject of so much investigation, 
and which has led to its being placed on the 
list with other communicable diseases in 
order that it may eome under the same 
Sanitary treatment, 

What is proposed to be done in the way 
of remedying the evil is that consumptive 
persons shall be reported to she health 
authorities in order that the case may — 
receive proper inspection, that the neces- 
sary disinfectants may be provided, and

‘I'nis force, the Metropolitan Police, was 


founded in 1829 by Sir Robert Peel, whose 
memory ia perpetuated in the vernacular of 
the streets in the words ‘‘bobby”and ‘peel- 
er.” The Metropolitan district of that day 
was the scene of so much crime of all sorts, 
on land and water, thatreform in the ad- 
ministration of justice and the governance 
of the criminal classes became imperative. 
There was no uniformity in the systems of 
the several parishes. Each magistrate had 


jurisdiction only in his own parish orcounty 
and the result was a tradin 
favors under which the whole system of 
justice became rotten and corrupt, to the 
maleficent advantage of the criminally 
inclined. Firat the bench was reformed, 
and the Metropolitan police mayistrates are 
now all trained lawyers, paid by the State, 
Then came Peel’s bill establishing a new 
police force,

Like all English police forces the Metro- 


Pee Police isa civil and non-military 


ody, but it is commanded by a military 
head, whois always a man of rank and 
experience, 

He is the Commissioner, and is appoint- 


ed by the Queen by warrant and acts under 


the immediate authority of the Home 


Secretary. He directs and controls the 


whole system of police within the Metro- 
politan Police district. He is a Justice of 
the Peace for London and the adjacent 
counties ; but his functions as a Justice of 
the Peace are specially restricted to the 
preservation of the peace, the prevention 
of crimes, the detection and committal of 
offenders, and the carrying into execution 
of the purposes of the Metropolitan Police 
acts, He contines himself in practice to 
the administrative control of the police 
force, and the prevention and detection of 
crime, by having persons arrested or 
summoned to be dealt with by the mag- 
istrates, 

The Commissioner makes orders, with 
the approbation of the Home Secretary, 
for the regulation and good government of 
the police force. These are comprised in 
the Commissioner’s regulations, general 
orders, and polize orders, the latter usual- 
ly appearing daily. The Commissioner 
makes an annual report to the Home Sec- 
retary which is laid before Parliament. 


TRAISING OF TIE POLIOR. 


All members of the force are instructed 
that the primary object of the police is the 
prevention of orime, and the uext is tho 
detection and punishment of offenders 
when crime bas been committed. The 
protection of life and property, the pres- 
ervation of public tranquility, and the 
absence of crime are Sere as the pro- 
per evidence of the measure of success 
attained. 

The constables are recruited from all 
trades and employments, with the exception 
of the members of the Thames Division, 
who are recruited from sailors alone, and 
patrol the river in boatsand steam launches, 
{t is among the conditions of their service 
that constables should give their whole 
time, and not carry on any trade; that 
they should serve and reside wherever 
appointed, and wear the police uniform 
when on duty. When they first join the 
furce constables are employed on station 
duty and in attending the police court dur- 
ing the hearing of charges and summonses, 
They are instructed daily by a Superin- 
saudent in the regulations of the force and 
examined from time to time. At the end 
of the first fortnight the Superintendent 
reports to the Commissioner, with rogard 
to each constable, whether ho is likely to 
become an efficient member of the force,

PRIVILEGES OF RETIREMENT, 


Every member of the force is entitled 
after twenty-five years of approved service 
to retire and receive an ordinary pension 
for lite. After fifteen years’ service he is 
entitled to an ordinary pension if he is in- 
capacitated, but the pension may be reduc- 
ed by an amount not exceeding one-half if 
the incapacity is brought about or contrib- 
uted to ty his own fault or vicious habits, 
If incapacitated before completing fifteen 
years’ service, he may receive a gratuity 
not exceeding one month’s pay for every 
year of service, At any time if a member 
of the force is incapacitated by injuries re- 
ceived in the discharge of his duty without 
any fault of his own, he is entitled to a 
special pension, the amount of which is 
regulated by law. 

‘ensions and gratuities are calculated on 
the annual pay at the date of retirement 
but if in the three years before retirement 
a man has been in more than one rank, the 
average pay for the three years is taken. 
The scale of ordinary pensions begins at 
fifteen-fiftieths of the annnal pay, which is 
the pension payable after fifteen years’ 
service ; andrises gradually to a maximum 
of two-thirds, which is attained after 
twenty-six years’ service. Pensions may 
be forfeited or reduced for misconduct, and 
may be temporarily suspended in certain 
cases for other causes, Pensions, allowanc- 
es,and gratuities are payable to the widows 
aud children of members of the force,under 
a variety of circumstances,

Nobody was 
well paid, The boy had about $8 a month, 
besides his commissions, The aggregate 
bilifor service, however, was considerable, 
Two clever Irish maids and o man could 
have doneall the work and had plenty of 
idle time. 

“Whe average Europesn living in India 
rises early. We rose at daybreak, The 
boy then brought us bananas, oranges, 
buttered toast, and cotfee, Then, while 
the day was comparatively cool, we took a 
tide, or perhaps lounged about in pajamas, 
Toward 8 o'clock came breakfust, and soon 
after we drove to business. The boy always 
placed in the vebicle a bundle containing 
ap ordinary afternoon suit of Suropean 
style. We drove to business in white duck, 
but no European appears in public in white 
after 4 o'clock, fora white suit becomes 
shamefully soiled in a few hours, so that 
one may not show it to a censorious world, 
and the Anglo-Indian world is above all 
censorious, and enslaved of social conven- 
tions. Nothing proves this better than the 
hour and dress proper to formal calls. 
When one does his duty in that matter ho 
starts out atnoon beneath a broiling sun 
and goos his rounds in black coat, atiff 
collar, and high silk hat. The thing is a 
torture, so much so, indeed, that three- 
fourths of the men refused to have anything 
to do with the society of women. 


“Large business houses in India bave a 
room set apart for luncheon, or tiffin, as 
the word is'ull over the East, from India 
toJapan, About 1 o'clock your boy comes 
in with the luncheon basket, and all the 
boys arrange tie tiffin and serve their 
Masters, Sometimes one has tiffin at the 
club. There are excellent clubs in India. 

“‘ After business hours every one takes 
of his white suit, puts on his European 
suit, and drives out to hear the native 
ments band play the newest light opera 
Air, The ecene is brilliant one, for not 
only are the Europeans there with their 

ves, daughters, and sisters, but the

“Suoh is the usual business day. You 
must understand that Europeans have only 
the higher poate in business houses, No 
man with fair prospects goes to India with 
© guarantee of less than £350 a year. That 
is Sie PET of the junior assistant. Tho 
clerical work is done by the natives, de- 
lightfully clean-looking fellows in white 
cotton, which too often hides undergar- 
ments that, by reason of relgious supersti- 
tion, are worn without oliange for months 
together, The Europeans constitute a 
racial aristocracy, looking down on the 
proudest of the natives, and meeting for 
the most part only ins business way. The 
business of lending money to natives is 
farmed out by the anglo-Indian banker to 
a native capitalist, and when you enter o 
bank you see only natives behind the count.

“Banks and business houses close on tho 
native holidays, and the Anglo-Indian has 
if ho chooses a day of reat at hia bungalow. 

Ho also has the pleasure of tipping his 

own numerous household, forthe holidays 
become the excuse for the petty extortion 
characteristic of Indian life. On ono holi- 
day all the domestic animals are wreathed 
with flowers, Your groom bringa up your 
horse with a wreath about his neck, and 
you must give a tip, and the man in charge 
of the doga goes through a like performance 
to the same end. On another holiday the 
sorvants bring baskets of sweets, with gilt 
and tinsel, and present them with a show 
of open-handed generosity, Etiquette re- 
quires, however, that you taste a single 
artiele aud then return the gift with a tip. 
The phrase, ‘Indian giver’ that { find here, 
doubtless originated not from a habit of 
the redman, but from the East Indian cus- 
tom, for this method of giving extends 
through all ranks of Indian Society, and 
rich presents are given on state occasions 
by native potentatesand subsequently ro- 
turned. 
** No European stira out of his business 
house during that day if he can avoid it, 
and there are always plenty of native hang- 
ers-on ready to run upon errands. If, 
however, the European must go out on 
business or pleasure, he goes in « palki, 
which is the palanquin of the Indies, and 
is borne by four peons. The latter are 
native servants that hang about the door 
of every business house, bearing upon the 
breast the badge of the house, These men 
are hired fora trifle, The palkia of the 
house stand within the entrance ready for 
any one that must go out. Some men, 
however, keep their boys and carts in 
town during the day, so as to drive from 
place to place on business, 

“Business life in India spoils one for 
work elsewhere, and the luxury of many 
servants is even more enervating to the 
Anglo-Indian. The native servant is a 
thing that can not be duplicated in Europe 
or America. You have the sense of being 
forever surrounded by atrangera within 
your own house, Your boy does every- 
thing for you, and doubtless has an inter- 
est in keeping his master a stranger to 
his surroundings. As to the gardner, he is 
& man of astonishing resourcus, 

** When I lived ina tent I had a garaen- 
er, though I had no garden, and he was a 
most important part of the household. He 
would produce all sorts of fresh vegetables 
for which I paid no bill, and I strongly 
suspeat that they grew in the gardens of

ARMENIA’S WOES, 


Ha Own People Alleged to be Parily 
Responsible for the Trouble. 


A new interest has been created in the 
Armenian massacres by fresh stories sent 
by correspondent. The atrocities, it 
is alleged, were done by both sides. For 
instance, it is reported thatZas a means of 
inciting the Turk to commit outragés that 
will bring down upon them the wrath of the 
civilized world, the Armenians have thrust 
gun cartridges into the living Turks, men 
and women, and have exploded them, and 
that in the case of the men a hole was 
made just below the bones of the chest for 
the insertion of a quantity of powder, 
which was then ignited as sort of bomb, 
The Turk who would not retaliate in kind 
is yet to be born, The Sassoun massacre, 
it is stated, was the consequence of the 
Porte being notified that a revolt was going 
on there, whereas the disturbance was 
caused by Armenians fighting cattle robbers, 
When the Turkish troops came the robbers 
helped them, and then ensued the horrible 
carnage of bloodshed and murder, in which 
some assert as high as ten thousand people 
were killed. The report of the affair so 
pleased the Sultan that he ordered the 
rewarding of his troops for their part in the 
matter, 

Again, it ie stated the Sultan’s promise 
to reform will not be binding upon the 
Armenian revolutionary agents, no matter 
what may come, and until the revolution- 
ary agitation is provided tor in one way or 
snother by the Christian powers there will 
be no end to the disturbances in Armenia, 
This is the revolutionary party’s opportun- 
ity, and it will make the most of it. It 
Christianity does not put an end soit once 
for all, the murders, massacres and the 
nameless atrocities will continue till it 
does, tis, of course, impossible to say 
to what extent Radical ideas prevail among 
the revolutionary propagandists, but the 
plans of some of the leaders are shocking 
in the extreme. In brief their plans are 
to commit atrocities upon the ‘Turks in 
order that the infuriated Turks shall shock 
the Christian world by the fiendish out- 
rages of their retaliation, When remon~ 
strated with in regard to these an-Chris- 
tian plans che men who are responsible for 
them merely say: ‘*It may seem to you 
cruel and barbarous, but we know what 
we are doing and why we are doing it,” 
After revealing a tergible loose state of 
morals, on the part of the Kurds aud Turks 
Sgainst the Armonians, tho correspondent 
concludes: As the situation now stands 
one is forced to believe that both Turk and 
Armonian ore in the wrong. So far as the 
Turk declares that he is trying to suppress 
srevolutionary move he is unquestionably 
in the right. There is no doubt about that. 
Thero is a revolutionary movement in 
Armenia of » most alarming quality, and 
the Tark wil be fortunate, iadeed, if he 
succeeds in surpresning it, The methods 
of some of tho leaders of this move are no 
less shocking than the barbaritios of the Turk 
in suppressing it, ao that if we condemn 
the Turk for his ferocity in the Sagsoun vil- 
lunges, we must not forget that ho is already

Winnipeg has some of the many men 
that the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany found it nocossary to strike off ity 
pay-roil a few weeks ago, Instead of sit- 
ing down und waiting for better times in 
he department of service to which thoy 
Were brought up, these mon have coaclud- 
ed to turn their backs on that service and 
look to the land for a living, They had 
no assurance of early or steady employ- 
ment at their own calling, Winnipeg is 
not o great industrial contre; if it wore 
there would probably be as large  super- 
fluity of artisans as there is of railway men, 
They had little to encourage them to re- 
main in the city, The land seomed to be 
their only hope. They havetherefore taken 
joint action for the purpose of obtaining a 
reservation on which to take up home- 
steads. But even ifthey get the land onthe 
most favorable terms, they will needmeans 
to go on it—to buy implements, live atock, 
seed, ond to maintain themselves until 
their crop comes in. A fund for this pur- 
pose is being raised, it appears, by somo 
citizens of Winnipeg. Many u former n 
good circumstances to-day had to

of the money necessary to make a start 
but he made bis own industry and frugality 
go as far ag they would, and kept the loan 
down to the smallest amount.

air as perfumed as that of June, 

This, then, is Gibraltar; no gloomy for- 
tress, but paradise of flowers, a medle: 
of the picturesque. The 6,000 Englis 
soldiers add only to the effect, and the new 
defences always going on suggest not so 
much preparations for war as some rew 
marvel of engineering skill, from which 
beauty of line is never eliminated. 

With this marvel of earth and sky above 
us there could be no indoors for us that 
day. Even Prof. Prodgers mounted a 
donkey to make the ascent of those galler- 
ies, tunnelling the rock to ita very crest, 
1,300 feet above, every opening mounted 
witha cannon, It is here that the monkeys, 
tired perhaps of awaiting battles for which 
so many preparations are made, carry on 
warfare of their own, hurling stones at 
visitors and soldiers, while they sit and 
grin at a distance like mischievous school 
boys. 

So we drove or strolled all day, in and 
out of the market, where turkeys in charge 
of keepers stood quietly waiting on the 
sides of the streets like patient cattle for 
purchasers, while some turbaned descend- 
ent of the Moors in their decadence sat in 
his robes holding eggs to hie eye to sort 
the good and the bad. 

We went to the custom-house on the 
Sranisi border, just beyond the gates, 
where every poor peasant on his way home 
from work must pass through a stile and 
be stopped by Spanish soldiers in long 
black cloaks. An ounce of tobacco or a 
spoonful of sugar, if found upon one, is 
taken away, putin a box and destroyed, 
Their loaves of bread are broken open. It 
seemed a silly precaution till we learned 
that one old man who drove his turkeys 
back and forth into Gibraltar every day 
was for a long time pitied because he came 
back every night without selling any. Und- 
er each turkey’s wing, however, @ bag o 
tobacco had been smugyled, 

And after the custom-house we drove 
through more gardens, the great Rock in 
our faces in all its impregnable fierceness, 
und soon back to the hotel and out on the 
balcony, the stara by that time all aglow. 
And then under our window were the notes 
of many bugles as a small detachment of 
soldiers marched by, The gates of Gibraltar 
had been locked for the night, and no one 
could go either out or in, 


Lessons of the Brooklyn Strike. 


Another serious labour disturbance has 
now reached its expected conclusion in 
Uncle Sam’s dominions, and the strikers 
by adopting the suicidal method of resort

MISSING LINK. 


Skelefons Found In Java Nearer Like 
Man's than Any Living Ape's, 


No publication of late date is likely to 
excite more interest than a quarto of forty 
pages which has just been issued from tho 
local press of Batavia, with the title *Pithe- 
canthropus Krectus. Eine Menschenanliche 
Uebergangstormaus Java, Von Eng. Dubois 
Militararzt der Niederland. Armee.” 

This noteworthy essay contains the de- 
tailed description of three fragments of three 
skeletons which have been found in the 
early pleistocene strata of Java, and which 
ntroduce to us anew species, which is also 
a new genius and a new family, of the order 
of primates, placed between the Simiid@ 


and Hominide ; in other words apparantly 
supplying the ‘missing link” besween man 
and the higher apes which bas so long aud 
go anxiously been awaited, 

The material is sufficient for » close os- 
teological comparison, The cubic capacity 
of the skull is about two-thirds that of the 
human average, It is dietinotly dolichoce- 
phalic, about 70°, and its norma vorticalis 
astonishingly like that of the famous 
Neandorthal, skull, The dental apparatus 
is atill of thesimian type, but less markedly 
so than in other apes. The femora are 
ningularly human, They prove, beyond 
doubt, that this creature walked con- 
rlantly on two logs, and when orect was 
quite equal in height to the average human 
male, Of the various diJerencos which 
separate it from the highest apes and tho 
lowest men, it may be suid that they bring 
it oloser to the latter than to the former, —

upon the origmal birthplace of the human 
race, The author belioves that the steps 
in the immediate genealogy of our spevies 
were these; Prothylobates, Anthropopithe-

TOTTENHAM'S TRAGEDY. 


Farmer Newbury, Agod 5, Shot His Wife, 
Niece and Suicided, 


TOTTENHAM, Ont. Feb. 18.—Robert New- 
bury, a retired farmer, on Saturday shot 
his wife and her niece and then blew out 
his own brains. The wife is dead, but the 
niece will recover. 

Newbury wasaman of 75. The mur- 
dered woman was his second wife, and his 
junior by thirty years. For some time 
past he has been ja ill-health, and at times 
melancholic. On Saturday he seemed ab 
sorbed and depressed, and followed his 
wife around as she went about her house- 
hold duties, Mrs. Newbury was arrang- 
ing clothes in a bedroom bureau when 
Newbury entered the room and took deli- 
berate aim and shot her. ‘The ball entered 
the back of the head, ploughed through 
the brain, passed out of the forehead and 
embedded itself in the wall. The woman 
must have dropped to the floor dead in- 
stantly. 

His niece, alarmed at the shot, went to 
see what was the matter. Newbury met 
her, and seeing the revolver in his hand, 
the girl ran into the garden, Newbury 
followed; the girl turned and piteously 
pleaded with the now thoroughly crazed 
man not to killher. Tears and plaintive 
entreaties had no effect, and the wife-mur- 
derer put a ball into his niece's body. The 
shot took effect inthe lip, embedding itself 
against the jaw bone. 

Newbury then re-entered the house,clos- 
ed the door, then placing the revolver to 
his temple, blew out his brains, He was 
found a minute later by neighbors, who 
had heard the shooting; he was then alive, 
but expired within half an hour. 

The tragedy was evidently premeditated, 
for on Friday evening Newbury had given 
his watch toa friend, with instructions to 
keep it until he would call for it. The 
murder would have been committed at an 
earlier hour had nota neighbor called on 
Mrs. Newbury after breakfast, and re- 
mained untila few minutes prior to the 
shooting. 

The niece was attended by Drs. Wright 
and Campbell, and unless blood poisoning 
sets in no fears of her life are entertained. 

TOTTENHAM, Ont., Feb, 20,—The inquest 
on the death of Mss, Newbury was con- 
cluded yesterday and the jury ina few 
minutes returned the verdict that Mrs.

MENTAL EFFECTS OF INTENSE COLD. 


A Dimination in Will Power and a Weak 
ening °f the Momory. 

Extreme cold, as is well known, exerts a 
benumbing influence upon the mental facul 
ies. Almost every one who has been ex- 
osed, for s longer orshorter period, to a 
very low temperature, has noted a diminu- 
tion in will power, and often a temporary 
weakening of the memory. Perhaps the 
largest scale upon which this action has 
ever been studied was during the retreat o 
tne Frecth from Moscow. The troop 
eulierea varcomery from hunger, fatigue and 
cold—from the latter perhaps most of ull. 
A German physician who accompanied a 
detachment of his countrymen has left an 
interestipg account of their trials during 


this retreat, From an abstract of this paper 
by Dr. Rose, we tind that of che earliest 
symptoms reierable to the cold was a loss of 
memory. This was noted in the strong as 
well as those who were already suffering 
form the eftects of the harpships to which 
they had been exposed. With the first ap-

The Wigh School Lectures. 
Rev. 8S. Crookshanks ably deals with 
the subject, ‘* Reading with Profit.” 


In introducing the lecturer on last 
Friday afternoon, My. Carstairs referred 
to the feeling of gratitude it gaye him 
to seo sO many outsiders present. He 
was sure all would be pleased with the 
lecture propared for them, and he hoped 
ho would have the pleasure of seeing 
them from week to week, with as many 
of their friends as possible. , 

In coming forward, Mr. Crookshanks 
made a brief apology for not giving the 
subject the preparation he should have 
done; but the apology was not neces- 
sary, for he delivered an address, which, 
if it were possible, exceeded the bright- 
est anticipations. 

Tho following is a short summary :— 
“Give attendance to reading,” was the 
advice given by Paul the aged, to 
young Timothy, his son in the gospel. 
Such an advice is as much needed to- 
day as it wasthen. One has asked the 
question, ‘‘ who is the most miserable 
man?” and then replied, ‘‘ He who can- 
not read on a rainy day.’ Another 
noted writer said, ‘‘ Reading makes a 
full man,” and we stop to ask the ques- 
tion, ‘* ull of what?” and we hear the 
reply coming back to us ‘t Full of what 
he reads.” hore is great comfort and 
boundless pleasure*in reading, but es- 
pecially in study, the great fountains of 
knowledge haye their source of supply 
in the past, and they have been pre- 
served to us by writers who have com- 
mitted their best thoughts, words and 
actions to the press which has stereo- 
typed them, so that they shall remain 
for ages. 

Let me advise you:— 

1, Be readers—not from necessity, 
but from choice. How great are 
the privileges which you as schol- 
ars enjoy. Your parents are making 
sacrifices to confer these privileges 
on you. Be diligent and thoughtful. 
The secret of success in life is diligence. 
Great men have attained their positions 
in life in spite of great disadvantages. 
Use, I repeat, your exalted privileges 
and favorable opportunities, and success

(1) Read the best books you can get 
on the arts and sciences, for the know- 
ledge you will derive from them will 
form a foundation that will aid you im 
years to come. 

(2) Read books of travel. They will 
enlarge your ideas of the world around 
you, and acquaint you with foreign 
countries, 

(8) Read history, especially that of 
your own country. 

(4) Read Church history, that you 
may be conversant on the religion you 
profess as well as understand that of 
others. And above all read the Bible, 
that greatest of all books. The celebra- 
ted John Newton said, ‘There are_sil- 
ver books and a few golden books, but 
T have one book worth them all, called 
the Bible.” Read the Bible, there is in 
it a fountain of truth which never runs 
dry. You may have heard that there 
are difficulties in it; but if you read it, 
acking for divine light, these difficulties 
will become as nothing, when compared 
with the blessings which they will be- 
stow. 

4. How shall we read? First. grasp 
what the author is writing about, and 
study carefully the topic of every chap- 
ter and paragraph as you proceed, Re- 
member, it is not the quantity of food 
you eat, but the quantity you digest is 
what nourishes the body. So it is not 
the amount you read that will do you 
good, but the amount you have iinter- 
nally digested. A noted author says he 
never knew but one or two fast readers, 
and readers of many books, whose know- 
ledge was worth anything. That which 
is worth reading once is worth reading 
many times. The mastery of one book, 
if it be a good one, will be a mastery of 
the subject of which the author treats. 

Never read to ‘kill time,” as it is 
sometimes said, but read for a purpose; 
have a noble aim, a high ideal. Read, 
then, for self improvement. 

(1) To improve your mind. 

(2) To improve your morals. If after 
reading a book you do not rise up with 
a firm resolution to be a better citizen 
and better in whatever position you 
may be placed, the time spent is as bad 
as wasted.

is not only possible but assured. 

Perhaps there are some of you who 
have no taste for reading, much less 
study. Then tosuch I would say you 
should cultivate a love for it. Those 
who do not love reading or study, live 
in an exceedingly narrow world, and 
are likely to be sadly dwarfed in their 
mental development; and certainly de- 
prive themselves of a large amount of 
pleasure. Judicious reading not only 
informs the mind, but expands the soul, 
and gives tone and grace to the man- 
ners. Going on the lecturer pointed 
out the necessity of system, and by the 
use of beautiful similies impressed upon 
all the result of not constantly re- 
plenishing our stock of information; 
and using Channing’s words ‘It is in 
the best books great men talk to us, 
give us their best thoughts, and pour 
their souls into ours. God be thankful 
for books. They are the voices of the 
distant and the dead, and make us heirs 
of the spiritual life of the past ages. No 
matter how poor I am, if the sacred 
writers will enter and take up their 
abode under my roof; if Milton will 
cross my threshold, to sing to me of 
Paradise; and Shakespeare to open to 
me the world of imagination, and the 
working of the human heart; and 
Franklin to enrich me with his practical 
wisdom, I shall not pine for the want of 
intellectual companionship, and I may 
become a cultivated man, though ex- 
cluded from what may be called the 
best society in the place where I live.” 

2. Exercise care in reading or study; 
be discriminate in the choice of books. 
Books ave like companions. Some are 
good and will do you good; some are 
bad and will do you evil. Bad books 
are vory plentiful, fascinating and low 
priced—you will find them everywhere. 
You can scarcely ride five miles in a 
railroad train without haying them 
thrust in your face, ninety per cont: of 
which are, to say the least, injurious. 
Bad books will blight your life as sure- 
ly as bad companions. They are com- 
panions and are worse than living as- 
sociates for two reasons: 

First—They stimulate evil without 
illustrating its awful consequences ; and 
secondly, because we can keep company 
with them in secret; whereas if woe 
keep bad company we are seen, we are 
talked about, good society shuns us, and 
a good situation may be lost. But the 
bad book, the vile newspaper, the per- 
nicious novel, may be tucked in the 
pocket or carried in the bosom, and no 
one knows of it until it has done its 
deadly work. ‘Chere are some kinds of 
reading I would like to warn you 
against: First, Immoral books, De not 
knowingly ever glance over a page of 
such a book. If a so-called friend should 
ever persuade you to look at one, brand 
him from that moment as your enemy 
and moral assassin. 

Second—Beware of books and papers 
which extenuate crime. ‘There aro 
blood and thunder stories that are 
found in some books; and the illustra- 
ted papers that ungodly publishers push 
the sale of by employing boys in all 
our villages to sell, for the sake of a 
fow cents a week. Against such read- 
ing I would most earnestly warn you, 
for it will poison your minds and unfit 
you for the reading of that which is 
useful, 

8, What shall we read? In answer- 
ing this question we can only indicate 
the line of reading, and leave you to 
choose or make the best selection you 
can make, or your purse afford. 


(8) To improve your social nature.

In reading or studying, I have found 
that a change of subject is a rest to the 
mind, and almost as good as a vacation. 

In conclusion, the Rey. gentleman 
thanked the audience for the kind at- 
tention given him, and wished the 
scholars abundant success in whatever 
calling in life they might choose.

A Little of Everything.

Max O’Rell, the great French lectu- 
rer, said that North America was fam- 
ous for one thing—its newspapers—not 
journals — but newspapers.

Advertisers insist on the 
samo head lines and the same style of 
type to give prominence to adyertise- 
ments or is used in the ordinary reading 
matter, and the unwary reader is gener- 
ally fooled. It is a practice that ought 
to be done away with. There is a place 
for everything. The advertising space

Drew a comparison between a careless 
and a careful feeder, not very flatterin 
to the former. Calves for milkers shoul¢ 
not be kept too fat as it spoils them for 
that purpose. Would not recommend 
the largest cows for the dairy, Punctu- 
ality in feeding as essential as re rularity 
in milking. Cows should Be kept 
either feeding or resting. ‘The import- 
ance of ventilation and pure water 
should not be overlooked, In reply to 
a question, the cost of feeding was 10c. 
a head, per day; and the net profits, $56 
to $58 per head in his own dairy. 

Mr. Raynor then spoke of the object 
and aims of the Institute, and its inst 
organization ten or twelve years ago. 
It paca the professors of the agri- 
cultural colleges in touch with the far- 
mers; and was of great advantage in 
disseminating usefu knowledge, which 
was had at a very small cost.

From time to time public attention has 
been directed to our northern districts as 
suitable for settlement by an agricultural 
population, At the present time consider- 
able interest is being manifested in this 
direction, and it is proposed to establish, 
with your approval, at amoderate expense 
apioneer dairy farm to attract further 
attention to these new districts, and also 
to prove their adaptability to agriculture.

The Supreme Court of Canada having 
held that the Province has no power to 
pass a prohibitory liquor law, my Govern- 
ment is taking the necessary proceedings 
for an appeal to Her Majesty’s Privy 
Council upon this question, and the appeal 
is expected to be heard and disposed of be- 
fore the end of the present year. 

In accordance with the promise made to 
the House last session, I appointed a com- 
mission to collect and report the facts 
bearing on the views which have been ex- 


pressed with respect to the mode of remun- 
erating and appointing certain provincial 
officials now paid by fees and with respect 
tothe extent of the remuneration they 
should receive, including in regard to the 
said matters respectively the practice und 
experience of other countries. ‘he com- 
missioners have pursued their task with 
diligence and have made full inquiry into 
the matters referred to them.

Sir Andrew 
Noble has Saarinusdlite remarkable investi- 
gation of pressures in the bores of guns, 
which must cause considerable modification 
of previously accepted beliefs and methods, 
It is satisfactory to find from Sir Andrew 
Noble's experiments that the cordite now 
in use in our army and navy shows greater 
freedom than any other explosive from an 
approach to detonation. Its erosion, of 
which so much is sometimes said, also ap- 
pears to be leas for equal energies than that 
of its rivals ; and it is of a uniform charac- 
ter like ‘* a washing away of the surface of 
the barrel,” while brown powder produces 
a surface resembling a ‘* plowed field in 
miniature,” 

The most remarkable original work of 
the year in the department of chemistry 
and physics is Mr. Philipp Lenard’s appli- 
cation of the discovery of Hertz, that me- 
tallic films are transparent to the dark rays 
fasuing from the negative pole in the case 
of electric discharge in a high vacuum, He 
closes one end of the vacuum tube with an 
aluminiami lm sofficiently thick to resist 
atinospheric pressure over asmallarea, and 
studies the cathode rays after passage 
through the metal, These cathode rays do 
Not allect the eye, and produce no sensation 
in the skin, yet they are

The inventor states that a ser- 
viceable light can be obtained from this 
Spparatus with an expenditure of one two- 
thousandth part of the energy consumed 
in the acetate unit lamp, Should even a 
fraction of the economy of power here indi- 
cated be realized in practice, a wholly new 
start will be given to electric lighting.

Ordinary iron ru-t may be removed by 
applying lemen juice and salt, Care must 
be exercised in using thson colored fab- 
rics, If machine o1 stains get on white 
goods, rubthem with 1 mou juice, cover 
with salt and place in sunshine fora time, 
If fine clothes bicome scorched in the 
roving, often the yellow look can be en- 
tirely :emoyed by hanging the artiole in 
the bright sunshine. 
If you have black or tinted cambrics or 
muslins which you hesitate to trust to the 
\aundress, give them a first dip yourself in 
water with which you have stirred o tea- 
spoonful of black pepper. This is also said 
to save gray and buff linen from spote when 
rinsed in the first water. 

Making starch with soapy water is the 
bes way to produce a gloss, and prevent 
the iron from sticking. 

A new method of cleaning clothes is 
auggested: Dip the clothes brush in the 
yolk ofan egg, so thatthe bristles are 
nite wet, Allow it to dry, and then use, 

hia treatment has, it is suid, the effect to 
make the brushing especially effective, 

To wash chamois leather dissolve a little 
soda in warm water, and after rubbing some 
soft soap well into the leather, soak it for 
two hours, covering up the pan. Movethe 
leather about and rub it gently; when it is 
clean, rinse with a slight lather of soap ina 
weak solution of soda and warm water. It 
requires no other rinsing than this, as it is 
the small quantity of pure soap adhering 
to the leather that helps to soften it. Wring 
tightly ina rough towel, and dry quickly 
in the sun or near a fire. 


Cottons in the Laundry. 


French sateens will clean beautifully by 
putting them in a lather of lukewarm soap- 
suds in which there has been a cup of salt 
dissolved ; rinse in water also having sal 
in it; dip in very thin starch, and roll up 
in a clean sheet; in two hours iron on the 
wrong side, Remove coffee stains from a 
white dress with the yoke of an egg mixed 
with twenty drops of glycerine; wash off 
with warm water, and iron on the wrong 
side. A tablespoonful of sal soda ina 
gallon of cold rinsing water will brighten 
blue and purple lawns, while 4 teacupfal of 
vinegar toagallunof water willimprovegreon 
anc pink shades, Ifthe color has been 
taken outofa linen bodice by careless 
washing, it is claimed that it may be re- 
stored by dipping the article in a solution 
ofone part of acetic acid to twelve parts 
of water. Remove acorch stains from your 
summer muslins by soaking the cloth in 
lukewarm water, says Ladies’ Home 
Journal, squeezing lemon juice over it, and 
Tet | a little salt also on the stain ; 
then bleachin the sun, Clean black and 
navy blue lawns and batistes by washing 
in hot suds containing a cup of salt; rinse 
fn very blue water and dry in the shade ; 
than dip ina very blue and thin starch, 
and, when nearly dry, iron with a moder- 
ately warm iron on the wrong side. When 
you have cleaned allthe materials on hand, 
the most difficult part of your undertaking 
will have been overcome, and you will not 
find it » very difficult matter to make your 
old clothes appear now, Your nice ging- 
hams and percales should be washed in 
moderately warm water having salt in it 
to ‘set’ the colors. Dry them in the shade, 
and use very thin, warm—not cold—starch ; 
iron on the wrong side with a medium 
warm iron. Do not soak them overnight.

Un- 
der the General Aot of the Berlin Confer- 
ence of 1884-85, and the condition under 
which the Belgian government recognized 

hat act, the territuries of the state are the 
personal possession of the king of the Bel- 
giaus, That sovereign was one of the first 
o interest himself in geographical discov- 
ery and commercial development in Africa, 
having during? Mr. Stanley’s progress up 
the Cengo in 1876,founded the {nternation- 
al Atrican Association, which had for its 
objects the suppression of the slave and 
liquor traffic, the opening of new markets, 
eto, The formation of the Internationa 
Congo Association some three yeara after- 
ward, and the success of Mr, Stanley in 
opening up the Congo valley, gavea new 
object to his ambition, that of founding a 
groat African state, free to the trade of all 
nations, and operating as a civilizing force 
in the Dark Continent. The rapidly grow- 
ing jealousies of other European powers 
posmoaed. of territorial ambitions, and the 
ickerings of France and Portugal over 
control of the mouth of the Congo, brought 
matters toa crisis, andled to the Berlin 
Conference of 1884, for the adjudication of 
all African questions, 

Under the General Act of this conference, 
the Cor ~9 State, already partially organiz- 
ed by t. International African Associa- 
tion, was <ormally recognized, the associa- 
tin merged into its government,and, a few 
months later, its sovereignty vested in 
King Leopold with the assent of the Belgian 
Porliament on condition that the union 
between Belgium and the new state should 
be wholly personal. Since that time the 
king has largely borne the cost of admin- 
istration of the state out of his private 
fortune, having expended, it is estimated, 
not less than $8,000,000; but the annual 
revenue is even now less by $200,090 than 
the expenses, and he is no longer able to 
meet the deficit. A proposal is, therefore, 
to be made to the Belgian Parliament to 
annex the territories; and though a few 
years ago it would not have been consider- 
ed by that body, it is believed that the 
prejudice existing in the kingdom against 
colonial adventure has now been so far 
overcome that it willbe accepted. By a 
will made in 1889 the king devised all his 
tights in the Congo State to the Belgian 
kingdom, and a year later the government, 
made aloan tothe king to be used in the 
state, on condition that at its expiration 
Belgium could take the territories if it so 
desired, steps which have prepared the 
peorls for the present proposal. The 

rench government, which claims the first 
right to purchase the state should it change 
hands, has consented to the annexation, the 
Clerical majority in the Belgian Chamber 
favors the proposal, and the Socialist min- 
ority is not strong enough to defeat it. 
That the change will be beneficial to the 
state there in little doubt, for though 
nominally international in character, it has 
become so wholly Belgian in administration 
that the Brussela government should be 
held directly responsible for it, while it will 
give to the Belgian kingdom a colonial 
dominion of vast natural resources, At 
the same time, the change should be satis- 
factory to other nations, for the Congo 
State will be still open to their trade, 
though the privilege has thus far amounted 
to but little, owing tothe imposition of 
duties required to maintain adequate pro- 
tection for the natives against iniquity and 
oppiession

INDISCRIMINATE GIVING. 


Tho Evils Have Been so Frequontly Potnt- 
ed Out That the Practico Has Beea 
Almost Discontinued. 

At this season of the year, 
ied claims upon benevolence are the most 
pressing, and whon every compassionate 
heart is throbbing in sympathy with the 
suffering which cannot always bo healed, 
and the which cannot always 
be supplied, there are certain problems 
which every charitable person should think 
out and solve for himself, in order to make 
his beneficonce of the greatest and most 
The evils of indiscrimin- 
ace almsgiving have so frequently been 
pointed out that its practice is now largely 
discontinued ; but it is not always a simple 
or easy matter to find the right substitute 
forit, Indeed, it is to be feared that the 
discovery of its injurious tendency may, in 
some quarters, have checked the flow of 
the benevolent impulse, instead of direct- 
ing it into safer channels, Not less help, 
but more thought is the great need of the 
time in this direction, How to relieve 
indigence without creating pauperism, how 
to supply pressing wants without breaking 
down independence, how to be charitable 
to one without being unjust to another,are 
questions which appeal to us from time to 
time, and which should not appeal in vain. 
We are responsible not only for the immedi- 
ate results, but also forthe remote conse- 
quences of our actions ; thus if we do not 
mingle intelligence with our charity we 
have not fulfilled our obligations. 

While nothing can supercede personal 
investigation and influence, it is also true 
that many of the benevolent organizations 
meet apd, to a great extent, solve this 
problem. Doubtless if most of the money 
that is given impulsively and for temporary 
necessities Was directed through their chan- 
nels, it would accomplish far more unmixed 
good than it does at the present time. And 
if individuals would, to the extent of their 
power, interest themselves and give some 
personal assistance to these larger enter- 
prises, they would speedily find safe and 
abundant outlet for all their kindly sym- 
pathies, 

First of all in importance is the sincere 
desire for the accomplishment of the object 
proposed. Many of the public undertakings 
to which we give, in response to over 
persuasion, awaken no auch desire in our 
hearts, We look on them with indifference, 
or even doubt and disapproval, yet we 
yield to the arguments and importunity of 
another, and we allow our names and our 
money to belie our hearts and our thoughts, 
Professor Fowler, of Oxford, in discussing 
this subject, says: ‘* People ought to have 
sufficient mental independence toask them- 
selves what will be the ultimate effects of 
subscribing their money, and if they 
honestly believe that those effects will be

ELECTRICAI, CHARGE OF THE EARTH. 


It ia on the existance of this charge that 
the possibility depends of conveying intel- 
ligence without the aid of wires and with- 
out respect to distance. Mr. Tesla demon- 
strated some ten years ago that the earth 
could be used asa conductor of electrio 
vibration, instead of the return wire long 
held to be indispensable. His single wire 
motors gave a convincing practical demon- 
stration of that fact, and led to the farther 
conclusion that it was not necessary to 
have even a single connection between the 
motor and generator, except, perhaps 
through the ground. But to utilize elec- 
trio energy given off into space or transmit- 
ted through the ground is a problem some- 
what different from thatof procuring at 
any point of the earth a response to the dis- 
turbance of its electric charge at some other 
point, Theoneturns on the question of 
how good an electric conductor the earth 
may be shownto be, the otheron how 
nearly it is possible to ascertain at what 
period the earth’s charge of electricity 
oscillates with respect to an oppositely 
electrified system or known circuit. 

The acientific basis of the theory that the 
earth is an electrically charged body insu, 
lated in space is to be found in the accepted 
view of its origin—that, namely, of mech- 
anical separation from other bodier. But 
the important question was to discover 


WHAT QUANTITY OF ELECTRICITY 


the earth contains—what, in scientific 
language, is its *‘ capacity” and what is 
the period of vibration? Onthe answer to 
that depends the possibility of disturbing 
the electrostatic condition of the earth as 
to transmit intelligible signals to any dis 
tance simply through the earth itself or its 
environing medium. Mr, Tesla has suc- 
ceeded in raising that possibility to the rank 
of a probability, ifnot of a certainty, He 
has pumped electricity into the earth, and 
has secured ‘resonance ” so powerful as to 
manifest itself in lightning flashes of con- 
siderable length and vividness, In other 
words, he has been able to geta response 
through the electrical vibration which he 
has impressed on the earth from the eleo- 
triccharge which it disturbed there, The 
two must, therefore, huve something in 
common; must have a certain degree of 
rythmical correspondence, however wide of 
complete accord, They may not touch 
more closely than would the units which 
vo to make up 2,090 and 2,000,000 if the 
former were distributed over a line formed 
by the units which go to make up the 
latter. But as in this case one in 100 would 
touch, and the whole be covered nt certain 
fixed intervals, eo Mr, Tesla’s experiments 
have led him far enough to show that he 
has hit upon some harmonic correspondence 
between the known and the unknown 
circuit. When he has succeeded in bring: 
ing them into anything like perfoot accord, 
he will be able, by a gentle electric tap, to 
soud a note vibrating over the whole face 
of the earth, as if it lay before him like the
